Californians for Disability Rights is the oldest and largest advocacy organization of
disabled persons in California. During October, Disability Awareness Month, the group is
holding a series of informational workshops designed to give disabled persons the tools
to recognize and enforce their civil rights. Even though state and federal law prohibits
discrimination against people with disabilities, our guest says that people are regularly
denied housing, employment and access to buildings and transportation because of their
disabilities. The informational workshops will cover empowerment through self-
advocacy, enforcing civil rights through the small claim court process, and rights and
responsibilities of MediCal, MediCare and SSI| beneficiaries.

Big Brothers / Big Sisters mission is to provide positive, long-term mentoring to children
who face the challenges of growing up in single parent homes. Advocacy organizations
report one in four households in this service area are single parent homes. Over the last
several years there has been an increase in children living at the poverty level, child
abuse reports youth unemployment, teen births, and preventable teen deaths. The cost
to arrest, incarcerate and potentially rehabilitate a juvenile criminal is $40,000, while the
cost of a Big Brothers / Big Sisters match is about $1,000 annually. Moreover, Little
Brothers and Sisters are 46% less likely to become involved with drugs and alcohol, 53%
less likely to skip school and 33% less likely to be physically violent than young people
who are non-participants in Big Brothers / Big Sisters.

NEWS DEPARTMENT

KDND airs newscasts twice an hour during Morning Drive, beginning at 5:50am and running
until 8:50am, for a total of approximately 375 newscasts per quarter. The reports are roughly 2
minutes in length and include international, national and local news as well as a sports update,
a detailed traffic report, and local weather information. The content of the news stories ranges
from major national and international headlines to issues that directly and specifically affect the
greater Sacramento area. Health issues, entertainment and human interest stories are also
included as they occur. On an average each newscast is made up of six stories for a total of
over 2300 topics per quarter.



APPEARANCES, EVENTS & FUNDRAISERS

*Entercom / Sacramento was the radio sponsor for the Sacramento Blood Center’s largest
ever blood drive. All five stations ran public service announcement schedules in support of the
event and several of the stations were on-site. 690 pints of blood were donated. Since each
pint helps 2 to 3 patients, the event potentially helped to touch the lives of 2,070 individuals.

*Entercom / Sacramento employees continue to be active members of the local Big Brothers /
Big Sisters Board of Directors. In addition, Entercom hosts and supplies lunch for the boards
meetings, held every two months. Entercom also purchased a $1,000 table for the agency’s
“Big Event” fundraiser.

*A group of Entercom employees from various departments spoke to students at a local junior
college radio workshop. Departments represented included Programming, Engineering,
Traffic, News, Promotions, Production and Sales. The head of the school’s broadcasting
program believes that students learn more when a current professional presents information.

*Entercom/Sacramento’s involvement in the Joe Morgan Celebrity Golf Classic helped to raise
$350,000 for Joe Morgan'’s “Project Cool” youth mentoring program. Project Cool works with
local Sacramento area mentoring programs (Big Brothers / Big Sisters, The Roseville R.E.C.
Center) to help at-risk children.
